According to the official records at 


Harrisburg, Clearfield county's quota. 
for the draft was 974. Of this num- 
ber 267 have already enlisted from tne 
different districts in the county and 
that leaves 707 men to be provided 
from this county fo rthe first national 
army to be raised by means of the se- 
lective draft. 


The county is divided into three dis- 


tricts and as we understand it each 
district will be required to furnish Ks 
prorata share of the quota. This will 
mean that each district must provide 
236 men. According to the percent- 
age worked out by the War Depart- 
ment us a result of previous experi- 
ence in the matter of enlistments just 
double the number or 472 ircn from 
each district will be asked to present 
themselves for examination. 


These figures of course arc based 


on the proposition Uiat each district 
will share equally in the number of 
vcluntaiy enlistments credited* to tho 
county. If such is not the case then 
the number to be supplied by each 
district rfow will depend entirely on 
the percentage of the 267 voluntary 
enlistments from that particular dib- 
tiict.

the different quotas and it will likely' 
be a week or two until exact figures 
arc really determined.

general's office in Washington sends 
llic official list of numbers to the local 
board* in this county, the work of 
compiling the list which will show 
the priority of service for the men ol 
each district must be prepared and 
posted. 


Each board will have to eliminate 


from these lists all numbers highci 
than the highest number of men regis- 
tered in the district and then aria'nge 
their list in the order in which the le- 
moning numbers were drawn. 


The boards, after posting tho lists 


of men in the order in which they 
must appear for service, will'notify 
each man by 'matt-within three-days 
and designate" the date* on which ht 
must report for'physical examination, 
either on the fifth or seventh day af- 
ter the card is mailed. Additional 
physicians are allowed boards if tlie 
governor appoints them, and in manj 
districts, where hundreds of men must 
be handled, this will be necessary.

leader of his men. Therefore the 
rule should he' rigidly enforced that 
for an officer the indispensable quali- 
fication is a strong Character .and a 
liberal education. He must be a per- 
son whom the men will respect, for 
the private soldier 
guagcs instinc- 


tively the spiritual quality of those 
who are set over him. 


The military education of the offi- 


cer must aim at making him a tacti- 
cian. 
All the rest is of slight im- 


portance. 
The routine of. the army, 


-its.methods of administration, the ne- 
•ccssary rudiments of military law are 
picked up by the officer insensibly in 
Uie course of hiis military life. 
But 


unless he starts with clear and sound 
ideas of the essential points of tactics 
of the art of fighting of- making the 
best of his men's weapons and the 
ground, he will be hampered thruout 
his career. 


The U. S. government in forming 


a series of great schools, for the tac- 
tical instruction of young men seek- 
ing' to become officers is thereby lay- 
ing the best foundation for its fu- 
ture army. 
Neglect of .this, matter 


at the beginning cannot possibly be 
remedied by any subsequent meas- 
ures.

Harrisburg, Clearfield county's quota. 
for the draft was 974. Of this num- 
ber 267 have already enlisted from tne 
different districts in the county and 
that leaves 707 men to be provided 
from this county fo rthe first national 
army to be raised by means of the se- 
lective draft. 


The county is divided into three dis- 


tricts and as we understand it each 
district will be required to furnish Ks 
prorata share of the quota. This will 
mean that each district must provide 
236 men. According to the percent- 
age worked out by the War Depart- 
ment us a result of previous experi- 
ence in the matter of enlistments just 
double the number or 472 ircn from 
each district will be asked to present 
themselves for examination. 


These figures of course arc based 


on the proposition Uiat each district 
will share equally in the number of 
vcluntaiy enlistments credited* to tho 
county. If such is not the case then 
the number to be supplied by each 
district rfow will depend entirely on 
the percentage of the 267 voluntary 
enlistments from that particular dib- 
tiict.

London, July 6—By Mail—The offi- 


cer should be the teacher and the 
leader of his men. Therefore the 
rule should be' rigidly enforced that 
for an officer the indispensable quali- 
fication is a strong Character .and a 
liberal education. He must be a per- 
son whom the men will respect, for 
the private soldier 
guagcs instinc- 


tively the spiritual quality of those 
who are set over him. 


The military education of the offi- 


cer must aim at making him a tacti- 
cian. 
All the rest is of slight im- 


portance. 
The routine of. the army, 


-its.methods of administration, the ne- 
•cossary rudiments of military law are 
picked up by the officer insensibly in 
Uie course of hiis military life. 
But 


unless he starts with clear and sound 
ideas of the essential points of tactics 
of the art of fighting of- making the 
best of his men's weapons and the 
ground, he will be hampered thruout 
his career. 


The U. S. government in forming 


a series of great schools, for the tac- 
tical instruction of young men seek- 
ing' to become officers is thereby lay- 
ing the best foundation for its fu- 
ture army. 
Neglect of .this, matter 


at the beginning cannot possibly be 
remedied by any subsequent meas- 
ures.
